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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MICHIGAN PUBLIC UTILITIES 

COMMISSION. 

(Including report of Michigan Railroad Commission for time between January 
1, 1919, and May 15, 1919, inclusive, and of Michigan Public Utilities 
Commission from May 16, 1919, to December 31, 1919, inclusive.) 

To His Excellency, Honorable Albert E. Sleeper, Governor. 

Esteemed Sir: — The Michigan Public Utilities Commission herewith begs to 
submit its First Annual Report. Of necessity that report covers the activi- 
ties of the Michigan Railroad Commission for that part of the year 1919 
beginning January 1, 1919, and ending May 15, 1919, and also covers the 
activities of the Michigan Public Utilities Commission for the remainder of 
the year 1919. 

The Michigan Public Utilities Commission was created by Act 419 of the 
Public Acts of Michigan for the year 1919, which took effect on May 16, 1919, 
and which act reads as follows: 

"An act to provide for the regulation and control of certain public utiUties 
operated within this State; to create a pubUc utilities commission and to 
define the powers and duties thereof; to abolish the Michigan Railroad Com- 
mission and to confer the powers and duties thereof on the commission 
hereby created; to provide for the transfer and completion of matters and 
proceedings now pending before said Raiboad Commission; and to prescribe 
penalties for violations of the provisions hereof. 

"The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

"Section 1. A commission to be known and designated as the "Michigan 
Public Utilities Commission," to be composed of five members is hereby 
created. Immediately upon the taking effect of this act said members 
shall be appointed by the Governor for terms of four years each, subject 
to confirmation by the Senate. Upon the expiration of said terms suc- 
cessors shall be appointed in like manner for terms of four years each and 
imtil their successors are appointed and qualified. Vacancies shall be filled 
in the same manner as is provided for appointment in the first instance. 
No member of said commission shall be pecuniarily interested in any public 
utility subject to the jurisdiction and control of the commission. Said com- 
mission shall adopt a suitable seal of which all courts of the State shall take 
judicial notice and all proceedings, orders and decrees shall be authenticated 
thereby. It shall be the duty of the Board of State Auditors to provide 
suitable oflSces, supplies and equipment for said commission in the city of 
Lansing, the expense thereof to be audited, allowed and paid in such manner 
as is or may be provided by law for the payment of other necessary State 
expenses. 

"Sec. 2. Said comijiission shall have power to appoint a secretary and 
such clerks, assistants, inspectors and other employes as shall be necessary 
for the proper exercise of the powers hereby granted. Each member of the - 
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commission shall receive an annual salary of seven thousand dollars payable 
in the same manner as are the salaries of other State officials. Any appro- 
priation made for the Michigan Railroad Commission shall be received by the 
commission hereby created and used for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this act. Any amounts of salaries of commissioners in ex- 
cess of the amount appropriated for the Michigan Raiboad Commission 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the State. The commission shall 
have authority to employ engineers and experts in public utiUty matters, 
and to fix the compensation for their services, and the same shall be paid out 
of the general fund of the State in the same manner as the salaries of other 
State officers are paid. The members of said commission and the employes 
thereof as aforesaid, shall be entitled to their reasonable expenses incurred 
while traveling in the performance of the work of the commission. Each 
such employee shall perform such duties as may be required by the com- 
mission. 

''Sec. 3. Immediately upon the taking effect of this act, the Michigan 
Railroad Commission shall cease to exist and- the tenure of office of the 
members thereof shall be at once terminated. All the rights, powers and 
duties now vested by law in said Railroad Conmiission shall be deemed to 
be transferred to and vested in said Public Utilities Commission and shall 
be exercised and performed thereby, except as herein otherwise provided. 
All hearings, matters and proceedings of whatsoever nature now pending 
before said Raihoad Commission shall not be terminated or abated, but 
shall be transferred to said Public Utilities Commission and shall be carried 
on and completed in the same manner and subject to the same incidents as 
though such transfer were not made. Said Utilities Conmiission shall have 
and exercise the same measure of jurisdiction in all respects as is now held and 
exercised by the Michigan Railroad Commission under the laws of the State 
pertaining thereto; and wherever reference is made in such law to the 'com- 
mission' or to the 'Michigan Raihoad Conmiission,' such reference shall be 
construed to mean the Public Utilities Commission herein provided for. 

"Sec. 4. In addition to the rights, powers and duties vested in and im- 
posed on said commission by the preceding section, its jurisdiction shall 
be deemed to extend to and include the control and regulation, including 
the fixing of rates and charges, of all public utilities within this State pro- 
ducing, transmitting, delivering or furnishing gas for heating or lighting 
purposes for the pubUc use. Subject to the provisions of this act the said 
commission shall have the same measure of authority with reference to such 
utilities as is granted and conferred with respect to railroads and railroad 
companies under the various provisions of the statutes creating the Michigan 
Railroad Commission and defining its powers and duties. The power and 
authority granted by this act shall not extend to, or include, any power of 
regulation or control of any municipally owned utility; and it shall be the 
duty of the said commission on the request of any city or village to give 
advice and render such assistance as may be reasonable and expedient with 
respect to the operation of any utility owned and operated by such city or 
village. In no case shall the commission have power to change or alter the 
rates or charges fixed in, or regulated by, any franchise or agreement here- 
tofore or hereafter granted or made by any city, village or township. It shall 
be competent for any municipaUty and any public utility operating within 
the limits of said mimicipaUty, whether such utihtyiis operating under the \J^ 
terms of a franchise or otherwise, to join in submitting to the commission 
any question involving the fixing or determination of rates or charges, or the 
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making of rules or conditions of service, and the commission shall thereupon 
be empowered, and it shall be its duty to make full investigation as to all 
matters so submitted and to fix and establish such reasonable maximum rates 
and charges, and prescribe such rules and conditions of service and make 
such determination and order relative thereto as shall be just and reasonable. 
Such order when so made shall have like force and effect as other orders 
made under the provisions of this act. In any case where a franchise under 
which a utility is, or has been, operated, including street railways shall have 
heretofore expired or shall hereafter expire, the mimicipality shall have the 
right 4o petition the commission to fix the rates and charges of said utiUty in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, or to make complaint as herein 
provided with reference to any practice, service or regulation of such utility, 
and thereupon said commission shall have full jurisdiction in the premises. 

''Sec. 5. In addition to the reports now required to be made by any public 
utility under the laws of the State relating to the Michigan Railroad Com- 
mission, it shall be competent for the Public Utilities Commission to require 
the making of such additional and further reports and the supplying of such 
data as is reasonably necessary for the proper performance of the powers and 
duties hereby contemplated. Any report required to be made by a utility 
operated and controlled by a corporation, joint stock company or association 
shall be verified by the affidavit of the president and secretary thereof. In 
all other cases such verification shall be made by the owner, or one of them, 
or by the general manager. Said commission shall have power and authority 
to make, adopt and enforce rules and regulations for the conduct of its busi- 
ness and the proper discharge of its functions hereunder, and all persons 
dealing with the commission or interested in any matter or proceeding pend- 
ing before it shall be bound by such rules and regulations. The commission 
shall also have authority to make and prescribe regulations for the con- 
ducting of the business of public utilities, subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
and it shall be the duty of every corporation, joint stock company, association 
or individual owning, managing or operating any such utility to obey such 
rules and regulations. Any such corporation, joint stock company, asso- 
ciation or individual refusing or neglecting so to do, or refusing or neglecting 
to make any report required hereunder, shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars; and the officer 
or individual in default shall also be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine of not less than ten dol- 
lars nor more than one thousand dollars, or to imprisonment in the county 
jail not more than six months, or both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

. "Sec. 6. Said commission shall have authority to examine, or cause to 
be examined, the books, accounts and records kept on behalf of any public 
utility subject to the jurisdiction thereof. For the purpose of making such 
examination any member of the commission or any examiner or employee 
thereof shall be given free and full access to said books, accounts and records. 
Any person, or persons, in any way preventing or obstructing such exami- 
nation or interfering with the person or persons authorized to make the same 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. It shall also be competent for the 
commission to require by order or subpoena, which may be served in the 
same manner as is a subpoena issued out of the circuit court, the production 
of any books, papers or records relating to the operating or management of 
any such utility. The owner or manager or the oflScers of any corporation, 
company, or association, owning or operating any such utility, may likewise 
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be summoned to appear before the commission to answer such questions as 
may be put to him touching the operation and business of such utility. 
Neglect or refusal to obey any such order or subpoena or refusal to so testify 
shall render the person or persons in default guilty of a misdemeanor. Said 
commission may also apply to any circuit court of the State for compulsory 
process to enforce any such order or subpoena, and said court shall have 
jurisdiction to compel obedience in the same manner as compliance with an 
order of the court might be enforced ujider the laws of the State pertaining 
thereto. 

''Sec. 7. Any corporation, joint stock company, association or individual 
operating a public utiUty within this State subject to the provisions hereof 
shall have and maintain an office within the county in which the property, 
or some portion of it, is located. All books, accounts, papers and records 
pertaining to the business and operation of such utility shall be kept in said 
office, unless the commission by special order or by rule or regulation may 
otherwise provide. Schedules of rates in such form and in such detail as the 
commission may direct shall be filed in the office of the commission and copies 
thereof shall be printed and posted in each of the principal offices of the 
utility. No such schedule shall be operative unless and until it has been 
approved by the commission; nor shall any change be made therein except on 
such approval. The commission may adopt rules and regulations governing 
the presentation of such schedules and desired changes, and action thereon, 
and shall have full authority to regulate the procedure to be observed. 

''Sec. 8. Upon complaint in writing that any rate, classification, regula- 
tion or practice charged, made or observed by any public utility is unjust, 
inaccurate, or improper, to the prejudice of the complainant, the commis- 
sion shall proceed to investigate the matter. The procedure to be followed 
in all such cases shall be prescribed by rule of the commission: Provided, 
however, That in all cases reasonable notice shall be given to the parties 
concerned as to the time and place of hearing. An investigation of any 
such complaint, and the formal hearing thereon, if such is deemed neces- 
sary, may be held at any place within the State and by any member or 
members of the commission, or by any duly authorized representative thereof. 
Witnesses may be simmioned and the production of books, and records 
before the commission, or the member, or any duly authorized representative 
thereof conducting the hearing, may be required. Any witneps sinnmoned 
to appear or to produce papers at any such hearing, who neglects or refuses 
so to do shall be deemed guilty of a contempt. It shall be competent for the 
commission in any such case to make application to any circuit court of the 
State setting forth the facts of the matter. Thereupon said court shall 
have the same power and authority to punish for the contempt and to compel 
obedience to the subpoena or order of the commission as though such person 
were in contempt of such court or had neglected or refused to obey its lawful 
order or process. The taking of testimony at such hearing shall be governed 
by the rules of the commission: Provided, That at the request of either 
party a record of such testimony shall be taken and preserved. Upon the 
completion of any such hearing, the commission shall have authority to make 
an order or decree dismissing the complaint or directing that the rate, charge, 
practice or other matter complained of, shall be removed, modified or altered, 
as the commission deems just, equitable and in accordance with the rights of 
the parties concerned. For attending on any such hearing, any witness 
summoned by the commission shall be entitled to the same fees as are, or 
may be, provided by law for attending the circuit court in any civil matter 
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or proceedings, which said fees shall be paid out of the general fund in the 
treasury of the State. AH claims for such fees shall be approved by the 
secretary, or by some member of the commission, and shall be audited and 
allowed by the Board of State Auditors. 

''Sec. 9. Any order or decree shall be subject to review in the manner 
now provided by law for reviewing orders and decrees of the Michigan 
Railroad Commission. In no case, however, shall any injunction or other 
order issue suspending or staying any decree or order of the commission 
except after due notice to the commission and a reasonable opportunity 
for hearing thereon. 

*'Sec. 10. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to confer upon any 
corporation, joint stock company, association, or individuals any rights 
or privileges whatsoever of a determinate or of an indeterminate nature 
with respect to the use and enjoyment of franchises or the use and occupa- 
tion of any street, highway or alley within the State. 

"Sec. 11. Whenever any stocks, bonds, notes or other evidences of 
indebtedness are authorized by the commission to be issued in accordance 
with any law of this State, the party or parties upon whose application said* 
securities are authorized shall before the issuance or sale of said securities, 
pay into the treasury of the State of Michigan a sum equal to one-tenth of 
one per cent of the face value of the securities so authorized; the sum so 
paid not to be less than fifty dollars in any case: Provided, however. That 
where the property upon which such stocks, bonds, notes or other securities 
are authorized to be issued, is located partly within and partly without the 
State of Michigan, then said fee shall be computed only in such an amount 
and on such proportion of the entire issue, as the amoimt of the property 
of such applicant actually located within the State of Michigan, bears to the 
total amoimt of the property upon which such securities are issued. 

"Sec. 12. This act is hereby declared immediately necessary for the pres- 
ervation of the public peace, health and safety. 

"This act is ordered to take immediate effect." 

Immediately upon the taking effect of the above quoted act the Michigan 
Public Utilities Commission organized and took over all of the employes of 
the abolished Michigan Railroad Commission and began the performance of 
its duties under the act creating, it. At the time it organized it was domiciled 
in the Oakland Building, but soon after the adjournment of the 1919 Legis- 
lature it, by permission of the Board of State Auditors, changed its offices to 
the Committee Rooms of the House of Representatives, using the hall of the 
' House of Representatives as a hearing room. It has remained at that loca- 
tion during all the year 1919 and expects to move from those rooms to the 
new State Office Building some time in the year 1920. 

The tables following this prefatory statement contain something of an 
analysis of the work done by the Michigan Railroad Commission during the 
year up to and including May 15, and by the Michigan Public Utilities Com- 
mission during the remainder of the year 1919. It has been thought best 
not to attempt to change the general form of the annual report at this time, 
but to generally follow the form of report heretofore annually made by the 
Michigan Railroad Commission. The information following this statement 
is selfrexplanatory. Much of it is in a way merely historical. Owing to the 
matter which must be contained in the report, it is impossible to get it out 
with what would appear to be desirable promptness. It is the intention of 
the Commission to at the close of the year 1920 prepare a report to the 
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Governor and the 1921 liegislature containing an analysis of the work of the 
Commission from the time of its creation on May 16, 1919, to the end of the 
year 1920. It is not expected in that report to follow any set forms, but it is 
the intention of the Commission to put it up in such a way as to give the Gover- 
nor and the Legislature an easily understood view of the work of the Com- 
mission covering the period mentioned. It may be of interest to here state 
without going into detail a few of the matters that occupied the attention of 
the Commission during the period beginning May 16, 1919, and ending 
December 31, 1919. They are as follows: 

1. During that time the Commission authorized the issu- 
ance of capital securities by public utility corporations 

imder the provisions of Act 144 of 1909 to the amount of. .$24,854,204.98 

2. Said corporations paid as fees to the State under the 

provisions of Section 11 of Act 419 of 1919 the sum of . . . . 6,149.47 

3. The Commission upon the insistent demand of the people of the 
State generally began the inventory and appraisal of all of the property, 
and the audit of all of the books of the Michigan State Telephone Company. 
This work is now in progress. 

4. During 1914 and 1915 the property of the Detroit United Railway 
was inventoried and appraised by Professor Mortimer E. Cooley and asso- 
ciates imder an order of the Michigan Railroad Commission. In July, 1919, 
that Company applied to the Michigan Public Utilities Commission for 
authority to have the inventory and appraisal brought down to date by the 
same engineers, which work is now in progress. 

5. Under the provisions of Act 419 of 1919, the regulation of three gas 
utilities has been transferred to the Commission by joint action of the munici- 
palities and utilities interested. Said gas companies are as follows: 

The Holland Gas Works, submitted to the Commission on June 30, 1919; 

The Allegan Coimty Gas Company, submitted to the Commission on 
October 27, 1919; 

The Muskegon Traction and Lighting Company (Gas Department), 
submitted to the Commission on December 17, 1919. 

The Commission is now engaged in an inventory, appraisal and audit of 
all of said gas utilities. It- appears that within a very short time quite a 
number of other gas utilities will be transferred to this Commission for 
regulation. 

6. Hundreds of hearings were held and orders made in contested matters. 
The details appear in part in the tables following this statement. 

The limits of the jurisdiction of the Commission over most of the railroad 
companies and also a great many of the telephone companies during 1919 has 
been rather uncertain owing to the fact that they were taken over by the 
United States Government during the great war, and considerable difference 
of views and litigation resulted over the degree of supervision remaining in 
the Michigan Public Utilities Commission. The telephone companies were, 
however, released by the United States Government and turned back to their 
owners on August 1, 1919, and it appears to be quite probable that the 
railroads will be likewise returned soon after the beginning of 1920. 

Upon making a study of the public utilities of Michigan over which the 
Commission has been given more or less control, it has appeared to the Com- 
mission that the statutes of the State leave much to be desired. The fol- 
lowing statement is made for the purpose of setting forth some of the diffi- 
culties which have confronted the Commission: 
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STEAM RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

We fibad that there are 56 steam raiboads in the State, operating some 
14,000 miles of track, the property of which was assessed by the State Assessors 
in 1919 at the sum of $246,445,000. We do not know how near that assess- 
ment comes to the actual value of the steam railway property. As you know, 
the property of all steam railroads is now being appraised under the authority 
of Congress by the Interstate Commerce Commission, and from all available 
information the Commission is inclined to believe that the steam railroad 
property in the State of Michigan will be found by that body to be of a con- 
siderably greater value than the above mentioned $246,445,000. 

The regulation of intrastate freight rates in the State is supposed to be 
under the jurisdiction of the Commission. While the Commission has noth- 
ing to do imder the law with the fixing of intrastate passenger rates which 
are fixed directly by the State Legislature, interstate freight and passenger 
rates are, of course, fixed by the Interstate Commerce Commission imder 
Federal law. How far the Federal Government may interfere with the 
fixing of intrastate passenger and freight rates in the exercise of its un- 
doubted power to fix interstate passenger and freight rates is a disputed 
question. It, therefore, appears that the regulation of freight and passenger 
rates in Michigan is vested in at least three bodies, viz: The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Michigan Public Utilities Commission, and the 
State Legislature. From the best information we can obtain it appears that 
the amount of money Michigan, as a whole, paid to the railroads for service 
during the year 1919 was upwards of $140,000,000. During the last year or 
two the cost of labor and material has increased by leaps and bounds. As far 
as intrastate passenger fares are concerned, they are arbitrarily fixed by the 
Legislature at so much per mile. This does not take into account the rise 
and fall of the prices of labor and material in any degree whatsoever. During 
1919, the steam railroad Michigan passenger rate per mile has been three 
cents under an order of the Director General of the United States Railroad 
Administration. Under these circumstances it is inevitable that much un- 
certainty and confusion must exist in the steam railway business in the 
State. -We have called attention to but a few of the flifiiculties that appear 
to confront the transportation industry as far as steam railroads are concerned. 



ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 

The confusion as to the regulation of electric railways is as marked as that 
which exists with reference to steam railways. The Legislature fixes directly 
the passenger fares on electric interurban railways. The foregoing sentence 
is but partly true because of the fact that in a good many cases local munici- 
palities claim the -right to fix their own passenger fare rates by franchise 
given to the electric interurbans. 

The regulation of electric interurban freight rates rests with the Michigan 
Public Utilities Commission. 

The regulation of street railway fares of electric railways in cities is claimed 
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to be under the control of the common councils or commissions of the various 
cities. Some of the city rates of fare are arbitrarily fixed in franchises given 
years ago, and where that is true, no account is taken of the rise and fall of 
prices of labor and material. Most of the electrc railways of Michigan oper- 
ate in many different municipalities. One municipality fixes one rate, 
another municipality another rate, etc. Sometimes it appears a munici- 
pality fixes too low a rate on the theory that the electric railway will be able 
to make up the loss in some other municipality. According to our best infor- 
mation, the amount of money invested in the 27 electric railways in the 
State of Michigan is probably close to $140,000,000, and in the year 1919 the 
people paid to those railways something like $35,000,000. With an industry 
of that magnitude it would appear that the State should enact legislation 
looking to some more scientific, f^iir and logical regulation. During the 
year 1919, the Muskegon Traction and Lighting Company was by action of 
the owners of the railway and the cities of Muskegon and Muskegon Heights 
tufned over to the Commission for regulation. It will be necessary to in- 
ventory and appraise that property and audit its financial records. The 
Houghton County Traction Company was also placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Commission in part. That electric railway operates in a good many 
municipalities. While two of them have turned over the regulation of the 
affairs of the corporation to the Commission under the provisions of Act 419 
of 1919, the other municipalities have not done so. It will be readily seen 
that anything like fair, just and equitable regulation is impossible under such 
circumstances. 



ELECTRIC LIGHT AND POWER UTILITIES. 

Under Act 106 of 1909 the Commission is given certain jurisdiction over 
electric light and power utilities. There are in the State some 140 such 
utilities with a total investment of something like $150,000,000. Many of 
said electric utilities operate in many different municipalities. Several of 
them at least operate in hundreds of different municipalities. While under 
Act 106 of 1909 and Act 419 of 1919, the Commission has certain regulatory 
power over said utiliti^, yet franchise rates for electric light and power are in 
existence in many of the municipalities. These franchise rates were arbi- 
trarily fixed at some time and most of them take no note of the rise and fall 
of prices of labor and material. In some instances city councils and com- 
missions permit the changing of the franchise rate in order to meet varying 
conditions of service. In other municipalities councils and commissions 
refuse to permit the raising of the franchise rate evidently upon the theory 
that any loss sustained by the utility in that particular municipality can be 
made up by it in some other municipality. It will be readily seen that there 
can be no systematic, efficient or businesslike regulation of an electric fight 
and power utility when the fixing of the rates that may be charged by that 
utility may rest in a dozen different bodies. As nearly as the Commission 
can ascertain, the amount of money paid by Michigan people for electric 
light and power during the year 1919 was something Uke $29,000,000. An 
industry with property interests of probably $150,000,000 and annual reve- 
nues of in the neighborhood of $30,000,000 is of sufficient importance so that 
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the State should enact regulatory laws which would remove the uncertainty, 
unfairness and discrimination that now exists throughout the State. 



GAS UTILITIES. 

There are in Michigan 56 privately owned gas utilities, with an investment 
of probably something like $56,000,000. IVIany of thtov. -^tiUties operate in a 
number ol different mimicipalities although the gas indusiiy is probably the 
most nearly local pf any important public utility. Most of the rates for gas, 
however, are fixed by franchise. The rate fixed was, therefore, an arbitrary 
one which took no note of the rise and fall of prices. A price for gas per 
thousand cubic feet that might be fair at one time would be far too low at 
another time and far too high at some other time. As nearly as the Com- 
mission can ascertain, the people of the State of Michigan paid for gas during 
the year 1919 something like $16,000,000. Some of the gas companies of the 
State have franchises which contain rates permitting them to charge $2, $3, or 
even $4 for a thousand cubic feet of gas. Others have franchises which limit 
the rate per thousand cubic feet to 80 cents or 90 cents. The result is that 
there is no regularity or uniforn^ty in either rates or rules or conditions of 
service. Where gas companies serve a number of different municipalities they 
are in certain of them held to a low rate in the apparent hope that the company 
can make up its deficit by imposing a high rate in other municipalities. 
The present statutes relating to the regulation of the gas industry leave much 
to be desired. 



TELEPHONE UTILITIES. 

With very few exceptions, all telephone rates are under the jurisdiction of 
the Michigan Public Utilities Commission. There are in the State some 250 
telephone companies of some size and about 900 other very small rural 
companies. While it is very difficult to approximate the total investn;ient in 
the busiMess it would appear that the total investment in telephone property 
in the State would be upwards of $60,000,000, and that the people of the 
State annually pay in the neighborhood of $25,000,000 for telephone service. 
The industry has grown very rapidly. The confusion resulting from the 
taking over of the telephone lines by the United States Government during 
the great war seriously interfered with the regulatory work of the Commis- 
sion during that time. It is believed, however, that the laws of the State 
relating to the regulation of the telephone industry are in more satisfactory 
condition than those relating to the regulation of any other important public 
utility industry. 

For the reasons above stated the work of the Commission has been rather 
unsatisfactory during the year 1919, but the year 1920 promises to furnish a 
large amount of work. It would seem as though the next session of the 
Legislature should remedy some of the evils suggested by the imperfections 
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in the various laws regulating public utilities. It is possible that further 
reference may be made to them in next year's report. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
